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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. For 
example, on pages 10-11 of the Amendment After Final, applicant argues one of ordinary skill in the art would not consider a bit stuffing 
process to be the same as a fragmentation process. Applicant then provides a definition for bit stuffing that does not apply to the 
teachings of Russell. The teachings of Russell in column 11, line 54 - column 12, line 20, clearly teach a method in figure 11 that 
repeats steps 1 100, 1001, 1002 and 1105 for each 8 bits of user data until it reaches the end of an Ethernet data frame. This process 
fragments an Ethernet Data Frame into 8 bit fragments. While Russell does refer to this process as bit stuffing, it was clearly used as a 
description of the process in figure 1 1 and 12 and not the definition as provided by the applicant. Russell has been clearly shown to 
teach all of the limitations, as claimed, in the Final Office Action mailed 20 January 2004 . 
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
